But foraſmixch 
as.hee is 4 Chriſtian; by: faith ;-like as Jeſus 
Chriſt being a'man,- was alſo God by his 
Godhead : hee dothyall thoie:good workes, 
which make not'the Chriſtian tobe righte- 
ous and good, ' but ſhew him-/'to;bee good, 
righteous and holy: - .So then, like as Chriſts 
Godhead was; the cauſe that he wroaght 
miracles ': . even ſo faith working through 
love; is the cauſe of the good workes that a 
Chriſtian man doth.And like as a man may 
fay of Jeſus Chriſt; that he bath done this 
miracle or that, and:that thoſe miracles, be- 
ſides that [they glorified God, were alfo a 
great honorunto Jeſus Chriſt as he was man, 
who for his obedence even unto death , was 
recompenced at Gods hand inhis reſurre&i- 
on,and had given unto-himjal power both in 
heaven & earth, which he had not aforeas in 
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reſpe& of his manhood, but deſerved it bythe 
union which is betwixt the Word of God 
and the manhood of Chriſt:fo doth faith in a 
Chriſtian,which faith by reaſon of the union - 


thing. to the one which is proper to the o- 
ther : whereupon it commeth, that the holy 
Scripture promiſeth the Chriſtian everlaſting 
lite tor his good works, becauſe good workes 
are the fruitsand teſtimonies of lively faith. 
and proceed of it, as light proceedeth from a 
flame of fire, according as T have faid hereto- 
fore. And by this holy faith which imbraceth 
Jeſus Chriſt, ir-comes to paſſe that our ſoule 
18 joyned with Chriſt, and is ſounited and 
knit to him, that whatſoever Chrift hath 
merited and deſerved , the ſame.is imputed 
unto the ſoule, as though it had merited and 
+deferved it. And therefore S. Anſtin ſaith, that 
Goderowneth his owne gifts inus. Ofthis 
union of the ſonle with Jeſus Chriſt , Chriſt 
himſelfe beareth good record , where hee 
prayeth to his Father for his Apoftles and for z 
ſuch as ſhould beleeve in him by their prea= Ioh.19. 
ching. 'T pray not(caith he)for them onely, EY 


but alſo for all thoſe that ſhall beleevein mce $257 
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inus, and that the world may beleeve that 
thou haſt ſent me,and that I have given them 
the glory which thou haſt given me, ſo as 
they ſhou'd be one {elie-ſame thing like as 
thou and I are one. Wherby it appeareth evi- 
dently, that if wee beleeve the word of the 
Apoſtles (who preached that Jeſus Chriſt 
dyed for our fins, & roſe againe for our juſtis, 
cation) we become all one thing with him: 
and foraſmuch as he is all one with God, we 
alſo become all one with God, by the meane 
of Jeſus Chriſt. O wonderfull glory ofthe 
Chriſtian, to whom it is granted' through 
faith, to poſſeſſe the un{peakeable benehts 
which the Angels long to behold -!! By this 
preſent diſcourſea man may plainly perceive 
the difference that is betwixt us & them that 
defend the juſtification by faith and workes 
together. Herein we agree with them;that we 
ſtabliſh works,aftirming that the faith which 
juſtifieth, cannot be without good workes, 
and that thoſe whicit are become righteous, 
are they. that doe the good workesthat may 


rightly be called good workes. But we differ |. 


from them in this, that we ſay, that faith 
maketh men righteous without the helpe of 


workes. And the reaſon is ready:namely, be- 


cauſe that by faith we put on Chriſt, & make 
bis holinefſe and righteouſnefle to bee ours,

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And ſeeing the caſe fo ſtandeth, that Chriſts 
righteouſneſſe is given us by faith ; We cans 
not be ſo thankeleſſe;blind, aud unhappy, as 


to make us acceptable and right before God. 
Let us ſay with the Apoſtle, If the: blood of 
Oxen and Goats, andthe Aſhes of a Cow 
ſprinkled, cleanſeth the uncleane,' as touch= 
ing the cleanſing of the fleſh: : how much 
more ſhall that bloud 'of Jeſus-Chrift, who 
by the. everlaſting ſpirit offered himſclte 
undefiled unto God, cleanſe our conſci- 
ences from dead workes, to ſerve theliving 
God ?I pray thee now,. thou good and de- 
vout Chriſtian, conſider well which of theſe 
two opinions is the trueſt, holieſt, and wor- 
thielt to be preached : Ours, which. advan- 
ceth the benefit of Jeſus Chriſt ; and pulleth 
downe the pride of man which:-wouldex- 
alt his owne workes againſt Chriſts glory: or 
the other, which by afhrming that faith of

manner of juſtification ſuch as it is with them: 
but being inflamed with the love of God; 8& 
defirons to glorifie Jeſs Chriſt who hath 
made them righteous, by giving them his 
merits and riches,they beſtow al their whole 
ſtudy and labour to doe Gods will, fighting 
mantully againſt the love of themſelves, and 
againſt the world and the Divell. And when

| A Lthough that by the things aforeſaid, * 
nt A a Gr ably and plainely enough 
Pres how a Chriſtian may cloath him-

I minde to ſpeake a little of it, affuring my 
|{elfe, that unto: the good and faithfull 
Chriſtian, - it can ſeeme neither grievous nor 
troubleſome to ſpeake thereof, although the 
thing - were repeated a thouſand times. 
Therefore Iſay, that the Chriſtian knoweth 

that Jeſus Chriſt, together with all his righ- 

teoutneſſe, holinefſe and innocency, 1s his 

owne through faith. And like as when a 

man purpoleth to preſent himſelfe before 
{omegreat Lord or Prince, he laboureth to 
aray himſelfe in ſome faire and coſtly appa= 
rell : even ſo, when the Chriſtian is decked 
and arrayed with the innocency of Chriſt, | 
and with all his perte&ion, hee preſenteth. 
himſelfe boldly before: God the Lord of all, 

aſſuring himſelfe, that through Chriſts me-
